Wise 
selective service regulations which defer the induction 
of students during the term, and the splendid army 
and navy provisions which place an enlisted reserve 
in the school contribute to the feeling that each stu- 
dent has a function to perform as a citizen of the 
Democracy.

Guidance in War Time 


The measure of the success of any advise- 
ment program is how near it comes to helping 
students to adjust to life itself. At Bay View, 
counselors and homeroom teachers are trying 
to fit the scholastic program to each individ- 
ual student, attempting to develop in him 
the great qualities of loyalty, self-reliance, 
leadership—qualities which assume an even 
greater importance in the “black light” of 
war. 


The increased tempo of all living, the 
drafting of boys in their teens, the sobering 
realization by all high school students of at 
least a part of what the future may hold for 
them have greatly increased the responsibili- 
ties of the guidance department.

The editors of the Oracle Annual were faced this year with problems brought about by the rising 


prices and by the shortages and priorities created by a total war. They knew that with all the activity 
of Bay View there would be much to record, yet practical problems would place restrictions on the book. 


Copper for the dies necessary for the type of cover to which Bay View students are accustomed had 
to be ordered not later than December, and that meant that the entire theme of the book had to be decided 
by that time and that the number of books to be ordered had to be determined. Anticipating a shortage, 
last year the advisors of the Oracle ordered the fine type of paper for which Bay View tradition calls. 


Because of the war, the usual system of picture-taking had to be revised. In previous years, the 
photographer could make what now seems an unlimited number of trips to Bay View. This year, how- 








ever, gas and tire rationing necessitated the planning of air-tight schedules, crowding as many pictures 
as possible into one day. Then there was the fear that the photographer would exhaust his unreplenish- 
able supply of flash bulbs before all the pictures were taken. 


Another problem, different in nature, arose from the war. When the “School at War” is Bay 


View High, there is such an abundance of war activities that a selection must be made of those to be

featured in an annual. Limited space, film, and 
other essentials made it necessary for the editors to 
choose those scenes from the new courses, the Victory 
Corps activities, the club programs, stepped up to 


the tempo of the war, which were most important. 


In the midst of all this, the Oracle Annual sub- 
scription drive brought a week of fun to Bay View. 
Students and teachers lent their talents to noon-hour 
skits, which were presented fourth and sixth hours 
as well as fifth, to the commercials given over the 
public address system every morning and afternoon, 
to the creation of posters and tags advertising the 


Annual. 


The first day of the campaign, an announce- 
ment to the effect that only eighteen hundred 
Annuals would be available to the students of Bay 
View started a landslide of subscriptions. The cir- 
culation manager and his staff were rushed by 
students, each eager to assure himself that one of 
the rationed books would be reserved for him. The 
quota of subscriptions was surpassed, and by the 
end of the first week, over twelve hundred Annuals 


had been paid for.

In all the planning, one effect was sought 
in this book. In the minds of the editors was 
the idea of presenting Bay View as it is now 
during the war, and of showing how much 
of the old remains in spite of the changes made 
necessary. They sought, moreover, to make 
every Bay View student keenly aware of what 
he senses vaguely—that he is living in an age 
when distance is being shortened every day, 
an age in which the swift flight to any point 
on the face of the globe is merely a matter of 


hours—not weeks. 


The book was to be, the editors hoped, a 
book that to every graduate would bring a 
quickening of memory when he saw the old 
scenes he knew so well—scenes changed now by 
the war; and it was designed especially to be a 
memory book for students now attending Bay 
View, many of whom before long will probably 
be called to distant parts of the world in the

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The Newspaper 


The year 1942-1943 has been one of ceaseless activ- 
ity for the staff of the Oracle bi-weekly newspaper. 
Students working on the publication who remember 
their experiences as freshmen and sophomores realize 
that stories that a few years ago made the front page 
now receive an insignificant spot on the last sheet, 
crowded out by the more important stories of Bay 
View’s war activities. Frequently, most of the news 
stories break just before the deadline date, and it 1s 
the problem of the editors, not to find enough material 
to print, but to decide which stories are the most vital. 
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Bringing the news to every subscriber and keeping a 
record so that those who come after may know how 
Bay View Students responded to the call of war, has 
been the main concern of the Oracle newspaper. 

With every issue, the scene of the greatest activity 
is the Oracle Office, where the staff of the newspaper 
works on one issue and prepares for the newspaper to 
follow. Here the Editor-in-chief meets with her staff 
to plan the lay-out of the paper and decide upon the 
stories to be written and the length of each. They must 
determine what pictures to have taken by Mr. Kyper, 
who on behalf of the Oracle, generously runs around 
the building with his camera. 

An Oracle reporters’ meeting is then announced, and 
thirty to fifty reporters, experienced and inexperienced, 
turn out for each issue to receive their assignments. 

Rounding up the reporters, scouting for bits of 
news, and writing last-minute stories before the dead-

line, are all part of the editor’s numerous tasks. After 
the original stories are handed in, they must be cor- 
rected or revised, and given a final check for accuracy 
of names and dates. Several faculty advisors assist the 
editors in this man-sized job. Typed stories must be 
headlined and the exact number of inches determined 
before they are finally ready to be sent to the printers. 
After the linotype machine “sets them up,” a galley 
proof is taken and returned to the staff to be proof- 
read. 


Next comes the trip to the printers, where the 
editors write picture legends, captions, and headlines, 
and paste up a dummy page from the style sheet so 
that the page can be made up. Here the staff really 
enjoys the atmosphere of the composing room—the 
ceaseless rumbling of presses, the steady clicking of 
the linotype machines, the constant rushing, and above 
all, the incisive voice of Pat, who has helped many 
a worried Bay View editor to keep his head when late 
stories arrive and last-minute headlines are too long. 


Only after the final page proofs are read and re- 
read are the pages ready to be “locked up” and sent 
to the press room. Then the staff staggers wearily back 
to school, tired, but bouyed by a feeling of genuine 
accomplishment. The final satisfaction comes when 
the buzzer in the Oracle Office rings, and a voice 
announces, “The papers are here.’ The entire staff 
knows that because of their work another newspaper 
has come to Bay View.

The youngest member of the family of school 
activities is the Ushers’ Club.

Just as the invention of radio has served to shorten distance and tie the world together, so the intro- 
duction of a loud speaker system changed Bay View High School from a group of isolated home-rooms into 
a school every part of which can be reached at any time with the same message. 


Each morning and afternoon Bay View is greeted by the voices of her own radio announcers. In the 
morning, after the Call to the Colors and a bit of patriotic music, the announcers communicate to the 
student-body all news relative to the activities of the day. The climax of the broadcast is a special an- 
nouncement reminding each student of his part in the winning of the war. This patriotic copy is provided 
by students in the Creative Writing classes. The afternoon broadcasts add all school news that has devel- 
oped in the course of the day, and always ends with a patriotic appeal. 


The announcers for the past year included Richard Henry, Eugene Kulczynski, Jack Raymond, Ray 
Ross, and Kenneth Rotta. Dave Danoff, Robert Kulz, and Harold Seligmiller headed the staff of radio 
technicians. All behind-the-scenes radio activities were controlled by this group, with the aid of several | 
assistants. Every day these two staffs, the announcers and technicians, by their efficient service aid in 
promoting the war effort at Bay View. 
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Stage Crew 


When the asbestos curtain at Bay View rises for a club program or especially on Tuesday mornings for 
the patriotic community singing, one can be assured that the efficient stage crew has prepared the setting 
and is on hand to assist in the success of the program. 


If a visitor ventures behind scenes during a production, he sees stage hands rushing about, carrying out 
specific assignments: collecting needed properties, dimming and changing lights, shifting backdrops, and 
clamping scenes to the floor. Each stage hand has a particular job to do, and he must take his turn at 
staying for a rehearsal, sometimes late into the day. Yes, he stays even late into the night when a major 
Bay View production such as an operetta or class play is in progress. During the past year the crew pre- 
pared the stage on many a Monday night for the meeting of Air Raid Wardens held in the auditorium. 


On the basis of service and leadership, stage managers are chosen each semester. Richard Cassidy and 
Robert La Marre were co-managers for the first semester, and David Daily held this position for the 
second semester. 


Upon completing two years of active service and showing good qualities of leadership a stage hand 
is considered for an honor pin.

An interesting new 
feature of the commencement exercises was the wearing of caps and gowns by the graduates. 


Early in their junior year, the class of 1943 discussed the idea of a military honor roll, and largely 
through their efforts a roll call of 1200 names of Bay View Students has been erected in the school. 


From the school records the senior editors gathered interesting class statistics concerning 293 
graduates: 145 plan to go to work immediately, 63 plan to enter college, 77 will be inducted into 
the Armed Forces, 6 will enter nurses’ training school, 2 will enter Art School, and 15 boys who
